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ABSTRACT 

Postsecondary educational opportunities in Ontario 
are described in this edition, revised as of June 30, 1976. 
Information is presented on: financial assistance to students; 
student costs; general information on colleges of applied arts and 
technology; chart of programs available at colleges of applied arts 
and technology; skilled trades and trade descriptions; general 
information on Ontario universities and charts of programs available 
at them; and other postsecondary education institutions. A selected 
list of othei: reference publications on postsecondary education is 
also included. (LBH) 
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The information in this edition has been 
revised asof June 30, 1976. As some 
changes in courses and admission require- 
ments may be made during 1 977, students 
planning to attend college or university in 
1 977-78 are advised to consult their guidance 
counsellors and check the calendars of post- 
secondary Institutions in which they are in- 
terested.

Financial Assistance 
to Students 



Students who need financial assistance 
to attend a university, community col- 
lege, or other post-secondary institution 
may b^ alble lo obtain it from government 
orprtvatesourc.es. 

A numbei^'Of corporations, veterans' 
organizations and service clubs offer 
scholarships for academic excellence in 
particular subjects, and most univer- 
sities have entrance scholarships for 
outstanding scholars. Information on 
these bursaries and scholarships should 
be available from your guidance office or 
from university calendars and student 
awards offices. 

About two out of every five full-time 
students at Ontario's colleges and uni- 
versities receive financial aid from the 
Ontario Government which administers 
the student assistance programs out- 
lined below. 

Ontario Student Assistance Program 
(OSAP) 

OSAP is intended to help students who 
need money for further education. 
Academic excellence is not a qualifica- 
tion. OSAP provides funds to supple- 
ment a student's own financial resources 
and those of his or her immediate family. 

The main features of the program are 
summarized below. Full information is 
contained in the brochure entitled 
Ontario Student Assistance Program 

1976- 77, which you may obtain from 
your guidance counsellor, from the Stu- 
dent Awards Officer at the institution you 
hope to attend, or from the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities (address at 
the end of this section). An updated

1977- 78 academic year will be distrib- 
uted to all Ontario secondary schools in 
the spring of 1977.

Educational Costs 

Educational costs include the actual or 
estimated costs of the following items, as 
determined by the institution and ap- 
proved by the Ministry: 
^ tuition and compulsory fees 

• books and equipment 

• board and lodging and miscellaneous 
expenses 

• return trip home each year 

• local transportation. 

Financial Resources 
Depending upon your circumstances, 
your financial resources may include 
amounts you are expected to have 
saved from summer or work-term earn- 
ings, or from time in the workforce prior 
to enrolment, or a portion of earnings 
over $1 ,000 from part-time work after 
enrolment. Academic awards in excess 
of $300 may also be considered as a 
financial resource. In addition, in the 
case of most students leaving secondary 
school and applying for assistance to 
attend a post-secondary institution, par- 
ents are expected to contribute to your 
basic educational costs, according to 
their resources. To determine their con- 
tribution, an objective assessment is 
made of parents' income, arid allow- 
ances are made for their basic expenses 
and the number of their dependents. 
Parental contribution tables are avail- 
able for reference at guidance offices 
and student awards offices. 

Loan and Grant Assistance 
If you qualify to receive assistance 
through OSAP, it will be in the form of a 
loan or a combination of loan and grant. 
Loans are interest free until the repay- 
ment period begins, usually six months 
after you cease to be a full-time student. 
Provincial grants do not normally have to 
be repaid. 

Usually, for a program of up 32 
weeks, the first $1 ,000 of OSAP assis- 
tance is a loan and any additional assis- 
tance is grant. For example, if your 
assessed financial need is $600, you will 
receive a loan of that amount. If your 
financial need is $1 ,200 you will get a 
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loan of $1, 000 and a grant of $200. If 
your financial need is $2,500 you will get; 
a loan of $1 ,000 and a grant of $1 ,500- • ;|

rt Ohtiario Student Loans Plan 

The Ontario Student Loans Plan is a new 
• program which provides loans to eligible 
~; students who do not qualify for assis- 
tance from OSAP or the Canada Student 
i- Loans Plan. The program is designed to 
helv people such as part-time students 
taking less than 80% of a normal full 
course load and students enrolled at 
public post-secondary institutions in 
programs which are less than 26 weeks 
in length or which do not require year 4 
(grade 1 2) for entry. Eligible students 
can receive up to $900 per semester. 
The interest rates and terms of repay- 
ment are similar to those for the loan 
portion of OSAP. 

Ontario Special Bursary Program 

The aim of the Ontario Special Bursary 
Program is to encourage people in 
serious financial need to pursue post- 
secondary studies, so that they may 
improve their financial situation. You 
may be eligible for a bursary if you are: 

• taking or intending to take no more than 
three courses 

• receiving social assistance, unem- 
ployed, or have a low family income 

• at least 1 8 years old and a Canadian 
citizen or a landed immigrant 

• resident in Ontario for 1 2 consecutive 
months, not counting time spent as a 
full-time student / 

S • registered or accepted for registration at 
an Ontario university or college of 
applied arts and technology, Ryerson 
Polytechnlcal Institute, the Ontario Col- 
9 lege of Art or an approved private voca- 

tional institution 
; ' • taking or intending to take one or more

If you are eligible, you may receive a 
bursary to cover the costs of your tuition 
and other compulsory fees and the 
books, equipment and related items you 
will need. You may also receive a 
supplementary grant of up to $1 25 per 
term to help cover exceptional costs 
such as babysitting, day care costs or 
unusually high transportation expenses. 

Fellowships and Bursaries for 
Second Language Study 

There are a nufiber of federal-provincial 
programs related to Canada's two offi- 
cial languages. These include: 

• A program providing fellowships for the 
first year of study in any discipline taken 
in the French language at the graduate 
or undergraduate level in a Canadian 
university «;r a'i a college of applied arts 
and technology in Ontario. Eligible stu- 
dents may receive up to $2,000 tor one 
academic year only 

• Programs for French-language teachers 
and teachers of French as a second 
language taking certain short-term full- 
time summer courses to improve the 
quality of their teaching. The programs 
provide bursaries up to a maximum of 
$600. 

• A Summer Language Bursary Program 
which gives institutions bursaries up to 
$750 on behalf of students taking immer- 
sion courses in their second language, 
either English or French.

Total Casts 

Total costs for an eight-month academic 
year at a post-secondary Institu'aon may 
vary from a few hundred dollars for a 
student living at home and attending a 
community college to about $3*000 or 
more for a university student living on 
campusor boarding away from home. 
Other variations In fees and living costs 
are summarized in this section. 

Annual Tuition Fees 

Tuition or academic fees, which are 
required at the tirne of registration for 
each semester, may usually be paid in 
two Instalments in September and 
January. All colleges of applied arts and 
technology require applicants to send a 
non-refundable deposit on their tuition 
fees along with their acceptance of a 
place after they have received the jjistitu- 
tion's offer of admission. Some univer- 
sities also require a deposit on tuition 
fees for limited enrolment programs. 

The figures be|ow show the range of 
annual fees for different subject areas 
and include student activity fees in most 
instances. Specific fees are listed under 
individual universities and colleges. '

Nursing costs at the universiJies range 
from $200 to $300 for supplies and $1 50 
to $200 for books. Nursing costs at the 
colleges range from $1 00 to $400 for 
supplies andt>ooks. 

Student Activity Fees 

The tuition or academic fees at most 
universities include a student activity fee 
to cover such costs as the use of sports 
facilities, student council fee. health ser- 
vice contribution, registration fee, etc. At 
other post-secondary institutions the 
student activity fee is levied separately, 
or there may be a nominal student fee. 
Specific information may be obtained 
from the calendars of the universities 
and colleges. 

Application and Examination Fees 

A $7 fee is to accompany the common 
application form submitted in the fall to 
the Ontario Universities' Application 
Centre. Some universities require a fee 
from students writing special examina- 
tions. 



Board and Lodging 

Every Ontario university and a few col- 
leges of applied arts^and technology 
have residence facilities. Depending on 
meal plans and occupancy, residence 
costs rahge from about $1 ,400. to $2, 1 00 
or over for an adademic year. Specific 
costs are listed jander the individual 
universities \n Horizons a.nd in university 
calendars. Students who choo^i^ board 
and lodging should allow at least $45 a 
week to cover these costs. All institutions 
irniintaifi a housing registry listing avail- 
able ac&ommodation in the area. 

Misceilaneous Expenses 

Besides the basic student costs of board 
and lodging and tuition fees, there are 
incidental expenses which must be 
counted for a realistic estimat^on of the 
annual cost of a year at a university or 
college. A weekly average of about $1 2 
should be allowed for miscellaneous 
items such as faundry, personal needs 
and entertainment. 



Health Insurance 

if your parents have Ontario health in- 
surance, you are covered as their de- 
pendent only until you become 21 , marry 
or take regular employment. The 
monthly premium for a single person is 
$16, and for a family, $32. However, 
premium assistance is available to sin- 
gle persons with an estimated taxable 
income of $2,000 or less in the current 
year, and families with an estimated 
taxable income of $3,000 or jess. If you

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General Information on 
Colleges of Applied Arts and 
Technology 

The community colleges provide job- 
oriented programs beyond the secon- 
dary level for high school graduates who 
require post-secondary training or edu- 
cation Dther than university. TVjey also 
offer programs designed to meet the 
educational needs of adults and out-of- 
scfjool youth, whether or not they are 

secondary schoo! graduates. 

"me community college is a compos- 
ite, comprehensive institution providing 
a wide variety of day and evening 
courses on a full and part-time basis. 
The colleges offer their e'iudents both a 
chance to develop ski'is needed by busi- 
ness and industry and an opportunity to 
broaden their educational background. 
They were meant to be commuter col- 
leges, designed to meet the needs of the 
local community. 

Enrolment 

There are 22 CT>mmunity colleges with a 
total of more than 90 campuses sen/ing 
all the major economic regions of 
Ontario. 

In 1975-76, post-secondary enrolment 
was about 58,000 full-time students, with 
60,000 predicted for 1 976-77. 61 ,000 for 
1 977-78, and 62,000 by 1978-79. The 
number of part-time credit students 
exceeds full-time enrolment. Impressive 
numbers of adults across the province 
have discovered the colleges and are , 
taking advantage of regular and exten- 
sion programs. 

General Admission Requirements

The following persons are eligible for 
admission: 

• liolders of an Ontario Secondary School 
Graduation Diploma obtained at the end 
of year 4 from any branch or program, or 

• holders of an Ontario Secondary School 
Honour Graduation Diploma obtained 
upon completion of year 5, or 

• those who have attained the age of 1 9 
years on or before the date of com- 
mencement of the program of instruction 
in which they plan to enrol. 

Students will be admitted to the col- 
leges of applied arts and technology in 
the following order of preference: 

• permanent residents of Ontario 

• permanent residents from other 
Canadian provinces 

• overseas students from commonwealth 
countries 

• students from other foreign countries. 
Programs Offered 

At most colleges, programs are divided 
into major divisions, such as applied 
arts, business, health sciences, technol- 
ogy, extension or retraining. However, at 
some colleges, these major divisions 
have been sub-divided or reorganized to 
reflect a particular emphasis on the in- 
ternal organization of the college. 
Northern College, for example, has the 
Haileybury School of Mines. 

In September 1 973, the responsibility 
for the education of diploma nurses was 
transferred from hospital and regional 
schools of nursing to the colleges of 
applied arts and technology. At the con- 
clusion of the program, students write 
the standard nursing examinations in 
order to qualify for provincial registration. 
Since September 1 974, admission to a 
diploma nursing program in a college of 
applied arts and technology has been 
based on a year 4 graduation diploma 
with two science options, and a personal 
Interview by the director of the nursing 
program, or designate, subject to ap- 
proval by the president. 

Together, the community colleges of- 
fer nearly 2,000 programs. Three-year 
diploma, two-year diploma, one-year 
certificate, apprenticeship, and part-time 



or extension courses are available. For a 
listing of programi; offered by Individual 
colleges, students can consult the CAAT 
program charts on the following pages 
and the specific college sections \jn Hori- 
zons. For specific information on any 
program or course, students should 
check the individual college calendars or 
visit their nearest community college. 

Manpower Retraining 

Several adult training and retraining pro- 
grams are offered through the colleges. 
Under the Training in Business and In- 
dustry plan, staff training programs are 
provided to upgrade the academic and 
vocational skills of employed individuals. 
Costs are shared by the employer, the 
employee and the Ontario Government. 

The Canada Manpower Training Pro- 
gram is a co-operative venture of the 
federal and provincial governments, 
planned in consultation with community 
business and industry, to qualify adults 
for re-employment through basic 
academic upgrading or through techni- 
cal and commercial courses. Individuals 
may participate in this program as fee- 
paying students, or by registering at their 
local Canada Manpower Centre for 
sponsored training in courses which the 
Department of Manpower and Immigra- 
tion has purchased in the colleges. For 
information about programs offered, 
contact the college or local manpower 
centre. 

Continuing Education (Extension) 
Divisions 

The purpose of the Continuing Educa- 
tion or Extension Divisions is to provide 
the opportunity for all members of the 
community to participate in learning ex- 
periences of their choice at a time and 
place that is convenient, on either a full 
or part-time basis. Whenever possible, 
in addition to non-credit courses of cur- 
rent interest the programs offered paral- 
lel the day programs at the colleges so 
that interested students may work to- 
ward a college diploma.

ishould act as feeder institutions to the 
li universities, honour graduates of the 
I : two-year programs may be accepted on 
J;? an individual basis for admission to the 
first year of certain university prog. ams. 
Qualified graduates of the three-year 
W programs with honours standing in the 
5 final year may, in some instances, be 
^ admitted to the second year of a related 
f university program. For example, a 
i. graduate from an engineering technol- 
ogy program may qualify for admission 
to a degree program in engineering, if 
places are available. Decisions about 
; the admissibility of individual CAAT 
graduates to degree programs are made 
by the admissions officers of the univer- 
sities concerned. 

Fees 

Tuition fees for afuil program are approx- 
imately $1 25 per semester or $250 per 
academic year for most programs. Stu- 
dents are also, in most cases, required to 
pay activity fees, laboratory fees or spe- 
cial fees as established by the individual 
college. Fees for foreign students are 
$750 per two-term academic year. See 
the introductory section on students' 
costs for further information. 

Residence Accommodation 

The colleges of applied arts and tech- 
nology were originally conceived as be- 
ing within commuting distance of the 
main population centres. Little provision 
therefore has been made for residence 
accommodation, although in some 
areas, residence facilities are provided. 
Students can check with the housing 
bureau or student services office of the 
college they plan to attend regarding 
; available residence facilities or lists of 

V off-campus housing in the community.

Cambrian College has expanded to three loca- 
tions in Sudbury along with Its far-flung opera- 
tions in the districts of Sudbury and Manltoulin. 
The polytechnical division, housed in a 
downtown campus in Sudbury, also operates a 
small-scale nickel mine in Copper Cliff and its 
students travel extensively in the region to field 
and survey camps. The permanent campus, on a 
rocky150-acre site in the city's northeast com**'- 
emphasizes flexible interior space and a 
"pedestrian street" rather than extensive cor- 
ridors. Labs and studios are faced with glass so 
that passers-by may observe the activities taking 
place inskJe. Conslructton is under way on a new 
wing and. by September 1 977, the polytechnical 
and dental programs will relocate there. The 
Health Sciences Campus features a 204-bed 
resklence. extensive laboratory, classroom 
facilities and a library.

The former 
OMRP academic upgrading and retraining 
courses are also offered through the college. 
Otiier courses arnj programs can be arranged if 
sufficient Interest is shown. 

Ubrary 

A well stocked library serves the needs of 
students and faculty with a wide range of infor- 
mational resources. The boolt collection of ap- 
proximately 65»000 volumes grows at a rate of 
about 5,0CX) boolcs a year. The library subscrH^es 
to over 600 journals, periodicals and newspa- 
pers, as welt as many publications of federal, 
provincial and foreign governments* The library 
is also equipped with study carrels and an 
extensive collection of microfilm and associated 
equipment which provides access to the back 
files of a large selection of periodical literature.

Mohawk College serves much of the industrial 
heartiandof southwestern Ontario and its hinter- 
larxl including the cities of Hamilton and 
Brantford and surrounding area 

The college's main Fennel! Campus, located 
at 135 Fennel! Avenue Weston Hamilton's 
mountain, houses the majority of post-secondary 
programs with the exception of health sciences. 
The college maintains seven separate health 
sciences facilities* four separate nursing cam- 
puses, and departments of radiography, 
physiotherapy and medical !at>oratory technol- 
ogy. The Faculty of Health Sciences, with a total 
enrolment of 1 .1 00, has developed a unique rela- 
tionship with the Faculty of Health Sciences of 
McMaster University. Professional input, both in 
the development and teaching of programs, is 
shared to the benefd of the students of both 
institutions. 

Mohawk College maintains two large, modem 
lacilitles used primarily to offer retraining pro- 
grams. These are the Braneida Campus in 
Brantford and the Saltfleet Campus In the heavily 
industrial Saltfleet Township, east of Hamilton. 

MohawkColiege's Wentworth Campus and Its 
English Language Centre are both kx;ated in 
downtown Hamilton. The former houses a 
number of apprenticeship and business pro- 
grams while the latter offers English language 
classes to new Canadraris, in conjunclton with 
the Hamilton MultlculturaJ Centre. In the 
Haldimand-Norfolk region Mohawk College, in 
co-operation with McMaster University, has set 
up the Mohawk College-McMaster University 
Educatk>n Information Centre which offers a 
variety of continuing education courses for 
residents in that region. 

The co-operative concept of educatton is sig- 
nificantly advanced at Mohawk College. By the 
fall of 1 974, nine post-secondary programs rep- 
resenting a student enrolment of over 600 had 
been modified to suppfement academic study by 
pakj work experience in the field. The college 
feels that co-op has many advantages to the 
student and the potential employer and creates 
an environment in which theory and practice are 
closety linked. Plans call for other post- 
secondary programs to become co-operative in 
the future. 

Mohawk College has the second largest col- 
lege enrolment for technoksgy In the province. 
The very broad range of programs offered in this 
area includes textile er)gineerin9 technoksgy, the 
only program of Its kind taught in English in 
Canada Transportatkjo planning technology is 
the only three-year program available In Ontark) 
to train people to enter this dynamic field.

Opened in 1 967. Sheridan serves the two grow- 
ing regional municipalities of Halton and Peel, 
immediately west of Metro Toronto. Sheridan 
stresses the preparation of students for employ- 
ment in their field of study whether it be business, 
technology, health sciences, arts or services. 

While in many ways Sheridan's development 
has paralleled that of Ontario's other colleges, it 
has at the same time attained several unique 
aspects^ such as the School of Design in Missis- 
suaga ^the only crafts school in Ontario, and 
the Heavy Equipment School in Milton — the 
only one of its kind in the province. 

Sheridan makes available more than 70 pro- 
grams in 11 different areas ordivisnns. for all 
persons of all ages. Part-time students are wel- 
come, whether their reason for registering is to 
accumulate credits toward a diploma or simply to 
explore an area of interest Part-time students 
are also invited to register in courses offered at 
Sheridan during the day. 

The college now has eight campuses — four 
serving full-time day students and four Commun- 
ity Services Campuses. The Community Ser- 
vices Campuses offer a wtie variety of full-time 
and part-time interest and credit courses, includ- 
ing management development and training, 
retraining and continuing educaton. 

Sheridan has continued to expand its facilities 
and last spring added a new. multi-purpose ex- 
tensKDn at the Oakville Campus. The extension 
houses the Office of the Registrar, student ser- 
vices, student awards, a fully-equipped TV 
studk). and Sheridan Hall, which has a seating 
capacity of 500. 

The first phase of the new Brampton Campus, 
located on 101 acres at the south east comer of 
McLaughlin Road and Steeles Avenue West, is 
scheduled to open in January 1 977. at whk;h time 
all programs currently offered at the Church 
Street Campus in Brampton will be transferred to 
the newdevetopment. 

Students will find the new campus easily 
cessible by Sheridan's own bus fines, pablticbu^ 
and GO train. It is seven miles north alon^ High- 
way 1 0 from the City Centre of Mississau/ga a)^!^ 
about two miles south of the existing Braimpton 
Campus.

Community Services 

The aims of Community Services are to make the 
human and physical resources of the college 
available to as many people in the community as 
possible and to work with other community 
groups toward desirable social and educatbnal 
goals. To meet these aims Community Services 
has three divisbns: Continuing Educatbn, Man- 
agement Oevebpment and Training, and 
Retraining. 

Continuing educatbn offers a wide variety of 
credit and special interest courses, as well as 
workshops and seminars, at the four regular day- 
time campuses. In addttbn, there are special 
Continuing Educatbn Campuses to meet the 
needs of people in Burlington, Oalcyille South 
and Mississauga Credit courses may lead to the 
granting of certificates and/or dipbmas. 

The Management Devetopment and Training 
Divlsbn offers a variety of courses 9rxJ programs 
to business, industry, education, i&^^atbns, 
etc. in thie Peet and l-lalton regions. Courses are 
offered In the Management S^ies Pt^ogram, the 
Training in Business and Industry Ptx>gram. the 
Canada Manpower industrial Training Program 
or regular college courses and specially devel- 
oped courses to meet the student need in the 
community. Courses are conducted days, even- 
ings or weekends, in the college, in the empby- 
er's place of business or in some special bcatbn 
required by the course. A wkJe variety of courses 
are conducted to meet indivbual needs, to up- 
grade and improve job skills, management skills 
or technical understanding. The costs of these 
courses may be shared by the empbyer, em- 
pbyee and the college orsubsidized by the Prov- 
ince of Ontarb or in some cases totally funded 
through Canada Manpower plans for industrial 
training. Many of the courses carry S heridan Col- 
lege credit toward a Management Studies Cer- 
tifbate or other Sherkian College certificates 
and dipbmas. 

Generally speaking, the main objective of the 
Retraining Divisbn is to offer programs which 
pro vbe students with skills that will adbw them to 
gain empbyment, or that will improve their 
academb background so they will be able to 
pursue further studies at a higher level. Most of 
the programs are at the secondary level and are 
supported by the Federal Department of Man- 
power and Immlgratbn. individuals who are re- 
ferred to the college by Manpower Centres have 
their fees pab by this agency and, in many 
cases, a living allowance is provided. Interested 
indivbuals shoub contact their bcal Canada 
Manpower office for details. Those who do not 
qualify for manpower assistance to take these . 
programs can apply to the college to be accepted 
on a fee^ying basis: The divisbn does offer 
pn^grams whk:h are not supported by federal 
funds and also offera programs at the post- 
secondary level. The Oakville South Campus 
offers a variety of commercial courses in typing, 
stenography and accounting, in addition to En- 
glish as a second language, academb upgrading 
and quality control.

Special tests and interviews for older 
workers without year 2 standing who 
wish to participate in an apprenticeship 
program are available through the In- 
dustrial Training Branch (ITB) at the 
Ministry of Colleges and Universities. 
These tests help the counsellors at the 
1TB to advise the worker about trades 
best suited to his or her experience and 
interests. 

Classroom Instruction 

There are generally two or more in- 
school sessions or programs associated 
with apprenticeship — a basic program 
during the first period of the contract, 
possibly an intermediate program, and 
ifinally an advanced one toward the end 
of the total apprenticeship. These ses- 
sions are arranged by the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities and are taken 
at the nearest college of applied arts and 
technology offering them. 

In the trades of baker, barber, chef and 
hairdresser, the apprentice is assigned 
to a course of training at a Community 
college Immediately on registration of 
the contract or as soon as possible 
thereafter. .

]The First Step 

^If ybiij are interested in becoming an 
appreritlce, contact the Industrial Train- 
ing Branch at any one of the district 
k>ffices listed at the end of this section 
tand arrange for an interview with a 
■counsellor. During the interview, your 
^counsellor will be interested in your edu- 
cational background, health, plans, ap- 
titudes and interests, 
i ; The counsellor will help you to find the 
right trade to match your capabilities and 
inclinations by outlining the various 
^career prospects, wages, working condi- 
tions and other f actoi's for your consider- 
ation. You will also be advised, of 
course, of your eligibility for employment 
as an apprentice. 

The Second Step 

When you are approved as eligible for 
apprenticeship training by the Industrial 
Training Branch, the next step is to find 
an employer who will agree to undertake 
your training. Many employers recog- 
nize that apprenticesip training is a wise 
investment in the development of skilled 
manpower. 

Your counsellor at the ITB or at the 
local Canada Manpower Centre will be 
able to tell you which firms have open- 
ings in a particular trade. Business 
agents of local unions connected with a 
trade can be very helpful and should be 
- consulted regarding apprentice 
openings. 

Registration 

When you have found employment as an 
apprentice, you and your employer will 
sign a contract specifying conditions of 
employment such as hours of work, 
• wages to be paid, and overtime rules. If 
you are under 18, a parent or guardian 
must also sign. Your contract is then 
registered with the Industrial Training 
Branch, and you are on your way.

In general, universitiesTequire^a^^ 
age of 60%or better inlhe sufcyectS r 
counted toward the Ontario Secondary 
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(year 5). Some universities may con- 
sider applications from students with 
averages below 60%. Students should 
be aware, however, that possession of 
the minimum admission requirements 
does not guarantee adnriission ; that 
applicants with good standing are more 
readily accepted than students with a 
borderline standing; and that for certain 
programs with limited enrolment, an 
average of 70% to 80% or more may 
berequir-ed. 

Course Prerequisites 

Specific year 5 subject requirements 
vary according to the university and area 
of study selected. These are listed for 
each university under the appropriate 
degree program but as the admissions 
information has been confirmed only for 
the current year, students are advised to 
check with their guidance counsellors 
concerning any possible changes in sub- 
ject requirements affecting the 1977-78 
academic year. 

Early Acceptance 

Early acceptance to university may be 
offered to students before the end of the 
school year on the basis of interim year 6 
marks, year 3 and year 4 marks, and the 
principal's recommendation, on condi- 
tion that they maintain their standing and 
complete their year successfully.

Preliminary Year and Admission from 
Year 4 

Four universities — Carleton, Ottawa, 
Windsor and Brescia College (an affiliate 
of Western) —offer a preliminary year in 
lieu of year 5 for highly qualified year 4 
students. At the University of Ottawa, 
this is only available in th<9 science and 
engineering faculties. Year 4 students 
who achieve a minimum overall average 
of 80% on their final marks are eligible to 
apply to the first year of Ottawa's Faculty 
ofArts. 

Brock University offers admission into 
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first year to exceptional students, rec- 
ommended by their schools, who have 
completed year 4 and Brock's special 
summer course. Wilfrid Laurier Universi- 
ty's Scholarship Program offers a limited 
number of Ontario secondary school 
students the opportunity to enter first 
year of the Bachelor of Arts program 
after successfully completing summer 
session courses at the university. 

Mature or Non-Matriculant Students 

The admission requirements for mature 
or non-matriculant students vary widely. 
Most universities impose an age 
minimum of either 21 or 23 years. Some 
universities require students to have 
been away from formal education for a 
period of time and some prescribe pre- 
university course work or special admis- 
sion tests. In general, mature applicants 
are expected to have at least adequate 
standing in the academic work they have 
undertaken previously and to be able to 
demonstrate that they have the aptitude 
for work at the university level. Since at 
many universities places in full-time 
programs are filled by early July, stu- 
dents who are seriously interested in 
full-time study and are planning to apply 
as mature or non-matriculant applicants 
should apply early. 

Graduate, Extension and Summer 
Programs 

Horizons does not include information 
on the variety of graduate, extension and 
summer programs offered at the univer- 
sity level. Graduate programs normally 
require honours standing in a four-year 
undergraduate program as a prerequi- 
site. In general, admission requirements 
for part-time, extension and summer 
programs leading to degree credits are 
the same as for full-time degree pro- 
grams. Non-credit courses for students 
not working towards a degree are also 
available. For further informatiotn, check 
with the Admissions Office, the Exten- 
sion Department, or the Graduate 
School of the university concerned.

Lakehead University, one of the newest univer-

It evolved from the Lakehead Technical Institute, 
established in 1946, which later became known 
as the Lakehead Collegci of Arts, Science and 
Technokjgy.

General Admission Requirements for

Entrance to the first year of the undergraduate 
courses is offered, depending upon the number 
of places available, to candidates from Ontario 
secondary schools who demonstrate good 
standing based upon the following evidence:

Montreal, Edmonton, Sangt'^, EUorado. They 
bring different experiences and backgrounds, 
viewpoints and values. They come for as many 
reasons as there are people. The one thing they 
share is their experience at Trent. 

The colleges of Trent have been an integral 
part of the university since its beginning in 1964 
and each has its distinctive personality and 
design. The two original colleges, Peter Robin- 
son and Catharine Parr Traill, are in the heart of 
the city of Peterborough and the three newer 
colleges are located at the northern edge of 
Peterborough on the Nassau Campus. The col- 
leges provkle resk^lence facilities for 1 ,100 stu- 
dents. In addition to this rote, they serve e.s the 
location for teaching offices of the faculty where 
small groups meet for tutorials and seminars. All 
members of faculty and all students, resident or 
non-resident, are members of one of the col- 
leges. Julian Blackburn College, formed in 1975 
and serving al! part-time students, is also located 
on the Nassau Campus. 

Twenty-two hund;wl students and 187 faculty 
members participate In more than 400 courses in 
20 areas of study. Teaching and learning at Trent 
involves the exchange of ideas, the examination 
of accepted values and tfie consideratbn of new 
tentative points of view. Small tutorials are a 
feature of most programs. With eight or nine 
students taking part, the tutorials are small 
enough to facilitate communication, and large 
enough to provk:le a healthy range of viewpoint

in addition to established areas of study, Trent 
has devok>ped several special degree programs. 
One such program is Canadian studies, whteh 
concentrates on 20th century problems peculiar 
to Canada. Another is native studies, whk:h 
treats tfie situation of native peoples In our 
society, past and present A third is ianvironmen- 
tal resources studies. Initiated to examine the 
environmental crisis currently facing us. These 
reflect interests that the university has had since 
Hs begi nning over a decade ago . 



Gdneral Degree Program 

Established in 1 970, this program Is designed for 
studaits who do not wish to major in a particular 
discipline during their years of study at Trent 
Interested students shou'^i consult the Co- 
ordinator of the General Degree Program during 
their first year of study. 

Multi-Disctplinary Studies 
The following pi-ograms were established in 
1 970 for students who had completed first year 
programs of study at Trent: social theory, devel- 
opment studies, Canadian studies, and en* 
vironmental rerources studies. There Is also an 
innovative teacher education program run co* 
operatively with Queen's University. This four- 
year program gives students both a B.A. (or 
B.Sc.) and a B.Ed., certifying them to teach In 
either primary or secondary schools. Other pro- 
gra'}>s are concemed wltti the problems of 
newly developing countries, fine arts, and sci^ 
ence as it affects man. 

Prograyns of Study

Years Admission Requirements 

In order to be eligible for admission to Tront 
University, an applicant Is required to achieve 
standing at a level acceptable to the university In 
a full year 5 program of studies. Because of the 
diversity of programs offered In secondary 
schools In Ontario, a full program Is defined as 
that which is deismed by the school principal to 
be satisfactory for the purpose of granting an 
Ontario Secondary School Honour Graduation 
Diptoma. No minimum number of years taken to 
achieve the standing Is specified. Applicants who 
have spent more than five years in secondaiy 
school may be required to present a higher levdl 
of achievement. 

WKh the exception of some language pro- 
grams, there are no specified subject require^ . 
merts for admission to arts programs. Applk:ants 
to scierKe programs are advised to consult thi9 
years requirements of individual disciplines as 
shown in the courses of study sectton of the Trent 
University calendar. , ;

Rising from the west bank of the Otonabee, the 
Bate Library Is the hub of the unK'erslty. With 
250,000 books, plus magazines and journals, 
maps, aerial pfiotbgraphs and gove.-nment ;

the university and the community at lajige. The 
library provides quiet study areas fbr sao stur ; - 
dents, as well as music listening rooms and

Financial Assistance 

The university has a generous program of schoI« 
arships and assistance to students entering first 
or higher years with first class standing. Students 
of excepttonally high iriihievement and promise 
maybe awarded a Champlain Scholarship w^iich 
has an annual value of $1 ,980 for students IMng 
in resideince and SI ,1 00 for nonresidents. Trent 
Unlversityfi62ldencies, valued up to $500, are 
available to students living in one of the five 
residential colleges. Financial need and 
acadernk^ achievement in year 5 are the criteria 
for the awar^. The university calendar, available 
upon request, prpvkjes further details of Trent 
University's complete pi?>gram of scholarships, 
awards and bursaries. 

There is a Student Awards Offjce on campus at 
each college and university on Ontario. Students 
in financial need may apply for assistance from a 
variety of sources. 

Full-time students may be eligible for loans: 
and/or grants under the Ontario Student Assis- 
tance Program and the Canada Student Loans 
Plan. Part-time students can apply for provincial 
bursaries or loans.

Resideritfal Accommodation 

The residential college system is at the heart of 
Trent University. Every student and every 
member of the academb staff is a member of a 
college in which they have an opportunity io live 
and woric together in a relatively small academic 
community within the largerbody of the univer- 
sity.

The Ur'verslty of Waterloo is a multi-faculty 
institution offering programs in arts, engineering, 
environmental studies, integrated studies, 
mathematics, human Kinetics and leisure 
studies, and science. Its enrolment has grown 
from 141 undergraduate students in 1957 to 
more than 1 5.300 undergraduate and 2.1 00 
graduate students. 

The university's 40 main buildings are located 
on an attractive 1 ,000-acre campus and include 
an art gallery, two theatres, a4.000*seat gym- 
nasium, a siX-lane swimming poof, and the use of 
a stadtum with a lighted football field. The 
university has one of the largest computer 
centres in North America. 

The four church-reiated colleges associated 
with the university offer on-campus residence 
accommodation an(^ administer courses in sev- 
eral disij'ipWnes.

Admission Requirements for 1977 

For all programs, the university normally requires 
completion of a year 5 program comprising at 
least six year 5 credits leading toward She Ontario 
Secondary School honour Graduatioi; Diploma, 
with a minimum 60% overall average. The uni- 
versity expects to fill the majority of places 
available to year 5 applicants using the following 
criteria: 

a) years interim standing. 

b) year 4 final standing and 

c) principal's recommendation. 

Applicants whose interim standing is nol suffi- 
cient for admission will be considered on the 
basis of the year 5 final standings and qualified 
applicants will be admitted until the remaining 
places are filled. 

Recomnierklatlons for Admission 

Where the university has recommended certain 
courses to be included in the applicant's years 
program, it means that it would be beneficial to 
the applicant in the first year of study at the 

V' ity to have these courses as background. 
^ J^(^ are recommendations only and tt does not 



mean that the applicant's admission will be 
jeopardized if the recommended courses are not 
taken. 

Where specific requirements are stated, it is 
expected that applicants will include these re- 
quirements in their year 5 program. 

Applicants who have spent more than the 
normal length of time in secondary schoo' to 
complete their university preparation may be 
requireti to present a higher average for admis- 
sion. 

Since many of the programs offered at the 
university have limited enrolment, the posses- 
sion of the minimum requirements does not in 
itself guarantee admission to any of the pro- 
grams. 

Regular and Co-operative Systems of Study 

In additk^n to the ^aditk>nal two-term, September 
to April school year which the university caits the 
regular system of ctudy. some acad^k: pro- 
grams are offered under a co-operative system 
of study where the student spends altemating 
four-month terms on campus for academic study 
and with business, industry, or government for 
practical on-the-job training in the field of study. 
The co-ope* ative program involves about half of 
the undergraduate populatksn. The necessary 
arrangements for tho wc^i-k terms are handled by 
the Department of Co-ordination. 

•Degree Programs and Subject ls,^^ulrements 

Bachelor of Arts 

The Faculty of Arts operates under the course 
system whereby student progress is mea'^'ired 
by courses successfully completed. 

General program: 

Students must successfully complete 1 5 cgyrses 
as specified by the department. The folbwmg 
general programs are available: anthropology, 
classical civilization, drama and theatre arts. 
economk:s. English, fine arts (art), fine arts 
(music). French, geography^ German. Greek, 
history. Latin, medieval studies, philosophy, polit- 
ical science, psychology, religious studies. Rus- 
sian, social development studies (Renison Col- 
lege), sociology. Spanish. There are no double 
majors or minors in the general program. 

Non-major general arts program: 
An arts student may graduate with a general arts 
degree (non-major) upon completion of 15 
courses. Any normal first year arts program will 
satisfy the needs of a student contempfating a 
general arts (non-major) program. Such prog- 
rams must be an-anged through the Arts Faculty 
Undergraduate Office. 

Honours program: 

Four years in length. Students must successfully 
complete 20-24 courses as specified by the 
department. Honours programs are available In 
the following areas: anthropoiogyt Canadicin 
studies, classical studies, drama and theatre 
arts. economk:s, English, fine arts (art), French, 
geography^ German, history. Latin, mecfieval 
studies, philosophy, political science, psychol- 
ogy, religious studies. Russian. sock)logy. 
Spanish. Students wishing to study a joint hon- 
ours program should consult with an appropriate 
faculty member in the respective departments. 

In general and honours programs the first year 
of study is a common one and students in their 
second year elect the program they wish to 
study.

Year 5 Preparation for the Bachelor of 
Environmental Studies Programs 
It Is recommended that students present at least 
one year S mathematics course for admission to 
programs in environmental studies, ttis recom- 
mended that applicants to the geography pro* 
gram Include geography in their year fl program. 

For specialization in architecture, s^dents 
must have successfu lly completed the prerequi- 
sites for the Ontario Secondary School Honour 
Graduation Diploma. The specific year 5 re- 
quirement is a 60% overall average in relations 
and functions, calculus, physics and English. 

Selected applicants to the architecture and 
urban and regional planning programs may be 
required to attend an interview at the university. 

Bachelor of Independent Studies 

Integrated studies is an unstructured program 
where curriculum is developed by tx>th the 
students and faculty memisers. Students are not 
required to enrol in regular classes or write 
regular examinations. They set their own goals 
and proceed towqrd them through independent 
research^ co'jrse work, seminars and tutorials, 
special projects and field work, or any combin- 
ation of these. Resource people assigned within 
the Integrated studies unit are available to pro- 
vide dit'ection and advk:e to students. At least two 
tenns prior to expected graduation, students 
apply to the Academic Board for Integrated 
Studies to have their degree candidacy ac- 
ceptedr The Bachelor of Independent Studies 
degree is granted to students who complete the 
program requirements. 

Each applicant to integrated studies is consid- 
ered on the basis of a personal interview with a 
committee composed of students, resource per- 
sons and staff. ITiose who show the strongest 
aptitude for independent study and the matun;:!^ 
necessary to be setf-directing and to flourish in 
an unstructured academk: environment will be 
given strongest consideratton. 

Bachelor of Mathematics^ 

The Faculty of Mathematics offers pass, general 
and honours programs under t^e regular eight- 
month system of study as well a£> honours and 
general programs under the co-operative system 
of study. The Faculty of Mathemancs operates ^ 
under the course credit system whereby a stu- 
dent's progress toward a decjree is measured in 
terms of courses passed. 

Pass degree program: 

Three years in length. Requires 1 6 credits with a 
minimum of six mathematics credits. 

General program: 

Four years in length. Requires 21 credits with a 
minimum of 12 mathematics credits. Beginning 
In their third year honours students must register 
in one of the following five programs : actuarial 
science, applied mathematics, combinatork:s 
' and optimization, computer science, pure 
mathematics, orstatlstics (including a program in 
actuarial science). Each pif these departments 
offers a variety of programs. 



mathematics and economics. 

All mathematics students take algebra, cal- 
culus and computer science at either the hon- 
ours or general level, plus three electives in their 
first year. 

Co-operative progf^m (honours or general): 
Four and two-thirds years in length. The follow- 
ing programs are available: actuariat science, 
combinatork:s and optimization, computer sci- 
ence, statistics. In additton to these there are five 
optk)ns open to co-operative students: 

a) teaching 

b) chartered accountancy 

c) Registered Industrial Accour^tancy 

d ) b usiness adm Inlstration 

e) app^^.ed mathematics — engineering 

f) honours statistics — economics 
The taaching option commences at the begin- 
ning of a student's second year, after completion 
of the first year of the regular program in 
mathematrcs £ind acceptance as a suitable 
teaching candidate. Work terms are spent rn the 
secondary schools wnere students gain a feeling 
for the mathemdtk;s teaching profession. Stu- 
dents who qualify attend Althouse College of 
Educatton In London for a short period between 
their third and fourth years of university and, 
upon su6Jessful completion of the Althouse 
requlrem^^^ and the four-year degree require- 
ments, th&y will be awarded simultaneously an 
interim Type A teaching certificate and a 
0ir^he\or of Mathematk:s degree. 

^'ijdents In the charter ad accountancy option 
may choose their non-mathematk:s elective 
courses in such a manner that they will be able to 
write their final chartered accounting examina- 
tion (through the Instituteof Chartered Accoun- 
tants) wiri^in a few months of graduatton. Such 
stiidents wol.!^ spend their work terms with 
chartered accounting fimns and, upon gradua- 
tion, would be able to enter the chartered ac- 
countancy profession or any of the other numer- 
ous professions available to mathematics 
graduates. 

Students who would like to combine business 
administration courses with their mathematics 
program should choose their courses according 
tc the schedule set out In the academk: calendar. 
The business admlnistratton courses are given 
by r>rofessors in the Department of Economics at 
the University of Waterloo and the School of 
Economics and Business Administratbn at Wil- 
frid Laurier University. 

Year 5 Preparation for the Bachelor of 
MathematfCii Program 

In additk}n to the overall university requirements, 
students applying for admission to the regular 
program must submit at least a 60% overall 
average in the specific requirements: relattons 
knd functions, calculus, and algebra. Applicants 
lacking algebra but who have a high overall year 
5 standing will be conskiered for admisston. 

For admissk>n to the co-operative program, 
applk:ants must submit at least a 66% overall

Honours program: 

Four years In length. Requires 24 credits with a 
minimum of 15 mathematics credits. Students

actuarial science). A number of joint honours 
programs are also available, tor example. 



Bachelor of Science (Dance)

The Faculty of Human Klnetk:s and Lei.^u/e 
Studies offers threedifferont honours programs. 
Both the kinesk>los^ and recreatton programs 
may be studied und^r either the regular or the 
co-operative system. The dance program Is 
available only under the regular system. 
The regular honours program is four years In 



length and the honours co-operative program is 
four and two-thirds years in length. 

The dance program offers students the unique 
opportunity of studylmg dance from the perspec- 
tive of the humanities, the social sciences, and 
the bk)logical sciences, as well as that of the 
performing arts. Th(£j aitaws the student a wider 
range of career choices than d6 traditional prog- 
rams. 

The kinesiobgy program involves the study of 
human movement through the biological and 
psycho-social sciences. Laboratory, lecture and 
participatkin experiences provide the student 
with relevanlexposureto real problems. A camp- 
ing skills school and a ski school are fringe 
benefits. The program Includes all of the neces- 
sary academic requirements, provWing the stu- 
dentmaintains a*'B" average, forerrtrance intoa 
college or faculty of education to qualify for the 
Type A High School Assistant s Oedificate. 

Kinesiology students will have two areas of 
concentratton(optibns)opentothom:kinesiolog- 
ical science and applied kifnesk)logy. In additk)n. 
the Kinesiobgy Department offers an honours 
program in heaith .studies. 

The recreatton program prepare&;the student 
for leadership in recreattonal activities through 
emphasis on the sdcjal sciences and the princi- 
ples of administration, design and planning tJ- 
they apply to the organized use of leisure. . 
Graduates of the reci eation program aro eligible 
to receive the Ontario interim Municipal Recrea- 
tion Director's Type A Certificate. 

The recreation prg9ram featuri^s four electlvo 
areas of concentration: leisure studies, outdoor 
recreation and pdpcatkDn, recreatksn administra* 
tion. arid therapeutk: recreation. 

Year 5 Preparation for the Bachelor of Science 
(Honours Kinesiology, Honours Dance) and the 
Bachelor of Arts (Honours Recreation) 
Programs 

Applicants electing the kinesiology program 
and /or health studies are advised to select a 
year 5 program with one or more of the folkswing 
courses: biology, cak:ulus. chemistry, physics. 
Applicants to the dance and recreatton programs 
are encouraged to present diversified year 5 
programs. 

Bachelor of Science 

The Faculty of Science operates under the 
course credit system where student progress is 
measured in terms of courses completed. 

The three-year general science program re- 
quires a total of 15 courses. It is not necessary 
that a student designate a major subject. A 
student wishing to choose'an area of specializa- 
tion must enter the four-year general scier>ce 
program (requiring a total of 20 courses) and 
&3uld then choose to major in btobgy. chemistry, 
earth sciences, physics or a general science and 
business program. 

In the honours science programs, a minimum 
of 22 courses is required with specialization in 
biology; biobgy and chemistry; chemistry; 
chemistry (dnvlronmentai studies optk}n, 
mathernatk^s opti;:>n, physics optton); earth sci- 
ences; earth sciences and geography ; physics; 
physics (business administration option) and .. 
theoretfeal physics: A non-major honours sci- 
ence program Is also available. 
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Co-operative honours programs: 
Three programs are ofifered under the co- 
operative system of study : applied chemistry and 
applied physics, which begin in first year and 
earth sciences, which begins in the second year 
foliowing a regular first year science program. 
These programs provide the student with sound 
academic training in' conjunction with practical 
experience such as that gained in industry and 
governmental agencies. 

School of Optometry program: 
This is the only English language optometry 
program in Canada and students enter it after 
completing first year of the regular science 
program. They then take four years o1 profes- 
siona) studies. Because of limited enrolment, 
applications to the first professional year are 
considered on an individual basis. Graduating 
students receive a Doctor of Optometry degree 
(O.D.). The program is accredited by the Council 
on Education of the American Optometric 
Association. 

Year 5 Preparation for the Bachelor of Science 
ar)CS Optometry Degree Programs 
fn addition to the general university require- 
ments, students must present a 60% overall 
average in the following specific subjects : rela- 
tions and functions, calculus, and tvo science 
courses, one of which must be physics or 
chemistry. Applicants are advised to include both 
chemistry and physics in iheir year 5 program. 

Applicants to the co<ip6rative applied physics 
program must present a 70% overall average in 
mathematics and physics. 

University of St. Jerome's College

York has 
developed into one of the largest universities in 
Ontario, with a current student population (full* 
time and part-time, undergraduate and 
graduate) of about2B,000.

York University has two campuses In Met- 
ropolitan Toronto.

Some 13 miles away is the 
600-acre main campus, the York Campus, where 
a large, muJtifaculty university is tseing devel* 
oped, i v'>re, some 28 academic and allied build- 
ings have been completed to date, including 
seven colleges and their associated residences, 
buildings for the phvsteal, bkslogicat and be- 
havioural sciences, administrative studies, a 
theatre*auditorium, a dance and vr^ual art build- 
ing, physteal educallon centre, libraries, lecture 
hall buildings and graduate residences.

Bachelor of Arts In the Faculty of Arts 

The Faculty of Arts at the York Campus offers 
programs of study leading to the Bachelor of Arts 
degree at the ordinary and honours levels, on a 
full or part-time basis. Degrees may be taken in 
the traditional disciplines, in interdisciplinary 
(thematic) studies and in Intir Idualized studies. 

Th^ student is introduced to thr* Faculty of Arts 
through a balance between disciplinary and 
interdisciplinary courses. Within the first seven 
courses (a normal full-time program consists of 
five courses per year), the student examines 
three interdisciplinary areas: humanities, social 
science, and natural science. As well, the stu- 
dent takes a college tutorial (maximum 18 stu- 
dents per tutorial) — allowing for experience with 
the small seminar setting. Students may take up 
to three disciplinary courses in their first year and 
have the option of either declaring a major 
subject In the first or second year of study. 
Electives may be selected from courses offered 
by other faculties at York. 

•Programs of Study 

Arts offers ordinary (1 5 courses — normally 3 
years) and honours (20 courses — normally 4 
years) programs of study fn the following sub- 
jects: anthropology, computer science, 
economics, English, geography, German, his- 
tory. Italian, linguistics, mathematics, 
philosophy, physical education (honours only), 
political science, psychology, Russian, sociol- 
ogy. Spanish. 

In addition, the following thematic studies 
programs are offered in general honours: African 
studies; Canadian studies; classical studies; 
creative writing (arts — fine arts); East Asian 
studies; human resources development; Latin 
American and Caribbean studies; law and soci- 
ety; philosophy and history of science; religious 
studies; social and political thought; urban 
studies. 

(n an ordinary program, students take four or 
five courses in their major and select their 
remaining courses in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the Faculty of Arts and their own 
interests. 

In an honours program, students pursue their 
studies within one of the following five formats: 

a) specialized honours — students specialize in 
one subject by taking eight to ten courses in their 
major program 

b) combined honours — students elect to major in 
two subjects, taking six courses in the first major 
and four in the second, or five in each 

c) genera] honours — students take six courses in 
one major subject 

d) general honours : thematic programs — students 
take a six-course major In one subject and six 
additional courses within their chosen thematic 
area 

e) general honours: indivtcuallzed studies — stu- 
dents take a course of study designed around a 
theme or problem that interests them. Planned 
by the student in consultation with a faculty 
adviser. 



Winter«Si:mmer Session 

As an alternative to beginning university in 
September, the Faculty of Arts offers a winter- 
summer session for first year students. Entering 
students m ay commence their studies In January 
and complete their first academic session in 
August.

programs leads to recommendation for certlflca- 
llon in Ontario as an elementary or secondary 
schoot teacher. 

Bachelor of Science In the Faculty 
of Science 

Both specialized honours programs (120 credits 
. minimum) and ordinary programs (90 credits 
minimum^) are offered in biology, chemistry, 
computer science, mathematics, physics, 
psychology, and applied computational and 
mathematical science. Specialized honours pro- 
grams only are offere^d in physical education and 
in earth and environmental science. 

Combined honours programs (120 credits 
minimum), in which the student may choose to 
major in a combination of two or three subjects, 
are available. 

An honours science program (120 credits 
minimum), without specratrzation, is also offered. 

The curriculum for the liberal science program 
(90 credits minimum) is designed to meet the 
growing need tor a general education. It includes 
a strong base in science, particularly for those 
students who have an interest in science, but 
who do not intend when they enrol as under- 
graduates to pursue careers in science. The 
program permits maximum flexibility in the selec- 
tion of courses offered by the Faculty of Science 
and by other facultlesof the university. Students 
may continue their studies in the program to 
graduation or, as their interests develop, elect to 
apply to transfer into either another B.Sc. degree 
program or other programs leading to profes- 
sional careers in fields such as economics, 
political science, and business administration. 
Indeed, such careers, based on a scientific 
rather than an arts background, may better 'fulfill 
the country's developing needs in an increas- 
ingly scientific and technological age. 

Requirements for Admission to the Faculty of 
Science 

Applicants for admission to the honours, ordinary 
and liberal science B.Sc. programs in the Faculty 
of Science must present six year 5 credits, with 
an overall average of at least 60%. Those 
intending to pursue honours and ordinary sci- 
ence programs are advised to select chemistry, 
physics and two credits of mathematics at the 
year 5 level. 

Bactielor of Laws at Osgoode Hall 
Law School 

Candidates for this program must have success- 
fully completed either three years of an approved 
university degree course following year 4 or two 
years of an approved university degree course 
following year 5, or have been awarded a degree 
in an approved program from a recognized 
university, and have satisfied all other require- 
ments that may be prescribed. 

Part-Time Daytime Studies 

Each of the faculties, other than the Facu Ity of 
Administrative Studies, offers the opportunity for 
students to pursue studies on a part-time day- 
time basis. 

. Applicants should request, from the Admis- 
sions Office, information regai'ding the regula- 
tions pertaining to part-time studies in each 
faculty.

Certified General Accountants are members of 
Canada's second oldest accounting organiza- 
tion (incorporated in 1 91 3) and are found in such 
positions as company officer, general manager, 
treasurer, comptroller, and chief accountant. 

Through the CGA Association a course of 
study is offered which will prepare students to 
become direct participant:^ in management. 
They will study such meuiagement subjects as 
financial management, ir'ormation systems, and 
comptrollership. The CGA program offers the 
things most people want from their job — an 
occupation that is held in high regard by the 
community, challenge, job satisfaction and a 
salary level which matches it. 

Graduation qualifies a person for the designa- 
tion CGA and membership in the association. 

Enrolment 1975-76 
Total 7,000 

Curriculum 

The course is national and all subjects, other 
than provincial statutes, are identical in each 
province. Students may transfer from province to 
province without any disruption in their study 
program. The course covers the broadest range 
of financial management subjects and includes 
accounting, business and statute law, mathema- 
tics of finance, managerial statistics, financial 
accounting, cost accounting, economics for 
management, information and computer sys- 
tems, advanced accounting theory, audit theory, 
taxation, specialized accounting, financial comp- 
trollership, audit application, and organizational 
behaviour. 

A change in the fifth level of the program now 
permits undergraduates to choose one area of 
specialization in their final year. They wiil study . 
advanced courses in one of the forbwing areas: 
financia» accounting, controllership, taxation or 
auditing. 

The study program was developed and is 
constantly updatedby university professors from 
different universities in Canada, in conjunction 
with the Faculty of Commerce and Business 
Administrationofthe University of British Colum- 
bia and officials of the Course Administration 
Committee of the CGA. 

Study Program 

The program is primarily on a con'esponder>ce 
basis and is supplemented by lectures in sixteen 
areas located throughout the province, generally 
in universities and colleges. 

Course Emphasis 

The course places more emphasis upon finan- 
cial management than .upon cost accounting or 
auditing. 



Student Salaries 

A salary survey conducted in December 1975 
showed CGA salaries both for the students and 
the graduates to be at a high professional level 
with average increases of 15% since the previ- 
ous salary level survey was taken in 1974. This 
rs indicative of the steady and increasing de- 
mand for accountants with a broad educational 
bacl<ground who have more versatility than 
someone who is specialized in a nan-ower field. 
The median salary reported by CGA members in 
1975 was $23,000. 

Admission Requirements 

The national minimum entrance requirement is 
year 4 (grade 12) or equivalent. Applicants must 
have a Knowledge of algebra or enrol for a CGA 
con'espondence program in preparatory 
mathematics. Approximately 50% of those enter- 
ing the course do so after having graduated from 
university or college. Students of the CGA pro- 
gram may select the type of business in which to 
be employed and gain their practical experience. 
The choice is entirely theirs. All applicants must 
t>e residing in Canada. 

Modular System 

CGA has a modular system of study which 
enables students to vary their subject sequence 
to suit the demands of their employer and 
personal needs. 

Also available is a cassette coaching program 
with pre-recorded study /review material. . 
Examination reprints with comments and 
suggested solutions are also available. 

Services 

Undergraduatesand members participate in and 
benefit from very active local chapter associa- 
tions. CGA also operates a career counselling 
service, a research department, a comprehen- 
sive library, and provides Its members with their 
own professional magazine and optional continu- 
ing education courses in supervisory techn^ues 
and management ccfnmunications.
